District Attorney Henry Wade received information f rom JSi. 
P. H. HAHRISOK SR. who lives at 1718 HOETH TEAYIS STHB^T, LIBERTY, 
TEXAS, Telephone number FB-6-5545 Area Code 715 that could possibly 
show a connection between JACK RUBY and LEE HAHTBY OSWALD. The 
following is a result of this investigatioat 

ME HARHI30H stated that he haa. reeeiTed infonDation that a 
guard named CABIMESS (fnn) of the Texas Prison System had a negro 
inmate under his supervision that knew JACK HDBY, and that Ruby 
had contacted this nefro about moving Oswald from Dallas to Cal- 
ifomia, prior to the sssaaaination of President Kennedy. 

KENNETH C. CABINESS. a guard at the Wynne Farm of the 
TDC, was contacted about the above mentioned negro. Cabiness 
wtated that he knew nothing about this negro. Cabiness stated 
that what he had said was mis-construed and that the man we 
(the undersigned officers) wanted to talk to was BOBBY JOSEPH 
SIMONS , w-m, who is an inmate at the Wynne Farm. 


years and that he always thought that Ruby was a communist. 
Simons also stated that the negro in question was McKINLEY 
PATTOH, c-m, TDC# 169452. Patton told Simons that he had worked 
for Jack Buby at the Vegas Club before he went to the peni- 
tentiary. Simons stated that Patton said nothing of Ruby asking 
him to move Oswald to Oalifomia. 

Simons stated that a MILTOH TURLINGTON (phonetic), 
probably knew Huby better that anyone. Simons stated that 
Turlington is or was a policeman in Waxahachie, Texas. 
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Simons furthur stated that JACK R0BT is a Tery close 
personal frieid of 0. L. HELMS if hn lives in Dallas, Texas.
